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And foraſmuch as the Petty-Impyſts of the reſpective Counties and Towns of this Nation, 


have been Farmed outto divers Perſcns ; Theſe are therefore torequire all ſuch Perſons,Colle- 
Qors,or Farmorers of the aforeſaid Peny-Impoſts, with all convenient ſpeed, to bring in what is 
preſently remaining in their hands; And ſuch of them as are willing to hold the ſame,as former- 
ly,ſball (for the ſpace of a year enſuing) te continued in the ſaid Charge,and have power given 
them to Colle what ſhall be judged co beuſtly in Arrear. 
. Andifany perſon ( after ſuch publicatiogas aforeſaid) ſhall preſume to fail hereof, or be 
found to deal dece.tfully herein, by denying ot concealing any part of that Rent or Duty paiable 
as aforeſaid, he ſhall thereby forfeit ſo much as he hath, holds and clairhes, by the paiment of ſuch 
Rents and Duties. And that the aforeſaid Tenmints and Fuars ( upon paiment of their reſpe- 
Ative Rents and Duties) may receive a full Uiſcharge from the Commiſſioners aforeſaid, they 
are required to produce ſuch Acquittances or Diſcharges , ( as they laſt and formerly received 
from the Exchequer ) whereot they may not fail, E 
And upon the aforeſaid Penalty, all Tennants, Fuars, and Subtennants, whoare not bound 
(as aforeſaid ) to bring in their Rents and Duties tothe Exchequer, butto make paiment thercof 
to Colletors, Chamberlains, or other Officers within the ſaid County, are required by theſe 
. preſents , to jake paiment of their ſaid Rents and Duties ( eithe 
| Maſter AM. Tavacgoand Maſter A hy Drs {ho being by Us appointed 
and authorized oC the ſame : diſcharging all Chamberlains, and other Officers for the 
late King,from dealing or intermedling therewithall , as heretofore. 
Furthermore, V Ve require and charge all otherperſons, of the aforeſaid County.,. indebted 
tothe late King,upon any Accompt whatſoever, tomake paiment thereof to the aforeſaid Par- 


ties, within ſuch reaſonable time as they ihallſee cauſeto ſer. 


Laſtly, all Chamberlains, Colleors, and other Officers, being of, or for the ſaid County, 


and concerned inthe premilſes, as accomptable and indebted. for what they have received and 
uplifted (or for any partthercof remaining in their hands.) are hereby charged and required to 
accompt and mak painient thereof to the Parties aboye-named; .which 15 accordingly to be 
performed upon pain of forfeiting the double value.
